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Man arrested after 


driver killed in crash

A MAN was killed in a 
head-on collision on 
the A142 road between 
Ely and Soham on 
Tuesday morning. 

A 37-year-old man from 
Grenada was arrested in 
connection with the 
collision, between a lorry 
and a van, on the A142 
Soham Road at the junct¬ 
ion with Eye Hill Drove. 

The A142 was closed between 
Angel Drove in Ely and Soham 
following the incident, which 
happened at about 5.35am. 

The van driver, aged 26, was 
dead at the scene and emergency 
services had to release another 
person who was trapped. 

Police had not released the 
name of the driver on Tuesday 
and the man who was arrested 
was taken to Parkside police 
station in Cambridge. 

A diversion was put in place 
along the A10 and the A1123, and 
motorists were being advised to 
avoid the area. 

Also on Tuesday morning, a 
woman suffered serious injuries 
in another collision on the A142 
near Ely, just west of the 
Witchford roundabout at 7.40am. 

The woman had to be released 
from her car, a silver Citroen C3, 
by emergency services, and she 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. Her 
injuries were not believed to be 
life-threatening. 

The other vehicle involved in 


the collision, details of which 
are unknown, failed to stop after 
the incident. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to both incidents to 
contact them on 0845 456 4564. 

■ A teenage girl suffered serious 
injuries after a car careered off 
the road and ploughed into a 
water-filled ditch. 

The girl had been travelling in 
a Vauxhall Corsa driven by a 
teenage friend when the car left 
Grunty Fen Road, Witchford, on 
Friday at about 3pm. 

The driver managed to scram¬ 


ble to safety, but the young 
woman was trapped inside the 
vehicle. 

Two crews from Ely fire 
station arrived at the scene 
within 10 minutes of receiving a 
999 call and were also joined by a 
rescue vehicle from Cambridge 
fire station. 

The firefighters used cutting 
equipment to take off both car 
doors and remove the teenager 
with help from paramedics, who 
had arrived shortly afterwards. 

She was taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital, where her 


injuries were said to be serious, 
but not life-threatening. The 
driver was also taken to hospital 
with minor injuries. 

Leading firefighter Ady Slack, 
who oversaw the rescue, said: 
“Firefighters and ambulance 
crews worked together to remove 
a young female from the car. 
Both teams worked hard and we 
managed to free her quickly. 

“I would like to remind all 
drivers to keep their speed down 
and think about other road users 
with the dark nights and bad 
weather on the Fen roads.”

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OAP’s dancing days 


Artist John Lowe has found his feet as a 
leading man in the demanding world of 
ballet - at the grand old age of 88. 
Report by JACK GROVES. 


A N 88-year-old 
man fulfilled a 
life-long dream 
at the weekend 
when he took his 
first starring role in a 
ballet. 

Superfit John Lowe made 
his star turn in the 
production of Prokofiev’s 
The Stone Flower by the 
Ely’s Lantern Dance 
Theatre Company in the 
city’s Maltings centre on 
Sunday. 

The retired art teacher 
took the central role of 
the Woodcarver and 
joined the company’s 
dancers in many of their 
athletic routines. 

The extraordinary 
pensioner decided to 
begin ballet nine years 
ago as a spritely 79-year- 
old after watching his 
daughter, Alison, become 
a professional standard 
ballet dancer. 

He now practises three 
times a week in Ely’s 
Chequer Studio, as well 
as perfecting his 
pirouettes and plies each 
day at his home in Manor 
Road, Witchford. 

He has installed a trapeze 
on his living room ceiling 
and hangs from it each 
morning to increase his 
muscle power. His home 
also boasts a ballet bar 
where he hones his knee- 
bends and arm 
movements. 

The grandfather of 11, 
who is also a gifted 
painter and pianist, said: 

“I first began to enjoy 
ballet when I was running 
a theatre in Somerset 40 
years ago. I was standing 


in the stage wings and 
said: ‘Oh my gosh, I 
would love to do that.’ 
“My daughter was a 
wonderful dancer and 
was once asked to join 
the Stuttgart Ballet 
Company, so I was 
fascinated by her 
dancing. 

“Dancing, painting, 
sculpture is all the same 
thing really - it’s about an 
awareness of colour and 
shape. 

“There is nothing pansy 
about it - you have to be 
incredibly fit to dance. I 
see these people 
crawling around, 
hunched over smoking a 
cigarette - they should be 
doing ballet. 

“Dancing is the most 
amazing feeling. You 
come home mentally 
uplifted after listening to 
all this brilliant music. It’s 
wonderful to be 
surrounded by so many 
young people, and 
fantastic exercise, too.” 
John’s role as the 
Woodcarver is particularly 
fitting because he is also 
a sculptor, who built the 
ballet’s set using his own 
innovative polystyrene 
carving technique. 

Helen Pettit, artistic 
director at the Lantern 
Dance Company, has 
been amazed by John’s 
progress. 

She said: “He did the first 
steps well, but I didn’t 
expect him to improve so 
dramatically, particularly 
in areas such as flexibility. 
His stretching and 
flexibility are quite 
amazing and he loves to 
jump and turn.”

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Restaurant’s £5,000 
bill for dirty kitchen

A CHINESE restaurant 
owner has been fined for 
poor hygiene in his kitchen 
for a second time in just 
over a year. 

Zhang Ping, 51, was hit with a 
£4,000 fine for keeping a filthy 
kitchen at his Oriental Home 
restaurant after pleading guilty to 
four breaches of health and safety 
regulations at Ely Magistrates 
Court last week. 

The court heard how environ¬ 
mental health officers from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) had been horrified to see 
fridge door seals covered in mould, 
dirty floors and unclean shelves 
during their visit to the Littleport 
restaurant in May last year. 

But it has now emerged Zhang 
had been fined just a year earlier 
after admitting six breaches of 
hygiene rules at the same court in 
December 2006. 

On that occasion, officers told 
the court they had found rodent 
droppings in the food store of the 
Granby Street restaurant in an 
inspection in May 2006, when it 
was then called The Queen’s Chef. 

They also discovered cooking 
ingredients open next to the 


droppings, thick black grease on 
the kitchen units and dirty and 
mouldy ceilings. 

He was also forced to close his 
restaurant for four days and was 
fined £3,000. 

However, the restaurant was 
given a clean bill of health after a 
follow-up inspection on November 
6,2006, and Zhang has since vowed 
to improve hygiene at the 
restaurant. 

In his latest court appearance 
Zhang pleaded guilty to four 
breaches of health and safety 
regulations, including failure to 


keep and maintain in good repair 
and condition the food premises 
and failure to make adequate 
provision for washing food. 

Magistrates were told how 
environmental health officers had 
found filthy fridge door seals, 
which had been patched up using 
brown parcel tape. 

Maggie Camp, senior legal 
assistant at ECDC, said: “When 
the environmental health officers 
visited the Oriental Home restaur¬ 
ant, they were appalled to see the 
condition which the kitchen was 
kept in. 


“As well as dirty floors and 
mould on fridge seals, shelves had 
flaking painted surfaces which 
were unclean and incapable of 
being clean. 

“There were also failures on 
behalf of the owner to have 
systems in place to track when 
containers of precooked food were 
made or should be used by. 

“We would like this prosecution 
and fine to serve as a warning to 
other restaurant owners whose 
food hygiene standards may be far 
from being acceptable. 

“We will do everything in our 
power to ensure that residents and 
visitors to the district receive the 
best service and standards of 
cleanliness possible and will take 
action on those who fail to meet 
the legal standards.” 

Zhang was also ordered to pay 
£1,333 costs, as well as the £4,000 
fine, but the court heard he has 
now taken action to improve 
hygiene standards at the 
restaurant. 

Chief magistrate Kathy 
Bradney welcomed the improve¬ 
ments, saying: “Mr Zhang had 
appeared to have failed to take his 
responsibilities seriously and 
learnt his lesson from his previous 
time in court.”

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Parking fine turns 
panto trip to farce

THE owner of a 
coach company is 
fuming after a 
parking ticket was 
slapped on a ve¬ 
hicle as its driver 
waited to collect 
school pupils after 
a pantomime trip. 

John Turnock, ow¬ 
ner of Anglian Travel, 
based in Haddenham, 
had sent one of his 
coaches to help pick up 
350 children - some as 
young as five - from 
the Arts Theatre’s 
production of Cinder¬ 
ella in Cambridge. 

While the coach 
waited on Peas Hill for 
the youngsters, from 
Burwell Primary, to 
emerge, an attendant 
handed out a penalty 
charge notice, despite 
pleas from the driver. 

A fortnight before, 
an overzealous official 
had put six tickets on 
the vans of electri¬ 
cians called to the 
theatre after a black¬ 
out cut a show short. 

The Weekly News 
has found that the city 
council raked in a cool 
£1 million from park¬ 
ing fines last year. 

In 2007 the council’s 
attendants handed out 


a staggering 39,404 
tickets. 

Mr Turnock, 54, 
said: “We were picking 
the children up from 
their festive treat, but 
the parking attendant 
certainly didn’t show 
any seasonal spirit. 

“We had to wait out¬ 
side for five minutes 
because you can’t tell 
exactly when a prod¬ 
uction will finish, and 
it wouldn’t be safe to 
have 350 kids spilling 
out onto the street. 

“The driver tried to 
explain that he was 
picking up four and 
five year olds, but to 


no avail.” 

Mr Turnock, who 
has paid the £60 fine 
from the December 17 
incident, said: “Traffic 
wardens are becoming 
more and more robotic 
rather than using 
their judgement. I’m 
not going to do ano¬ 
ther job going to the 
Arts Theatre.” 

Last year 9,724 £60 
tickets were issued - 
reduced to £30 if paid 
quickly - for parking 
in a restricted street 
during proscribed 
hours. 

Almost as many - 
9,332 - were issued for 


parking in a residents’ 
space without display¬ 
ing a valid permit. 

But over one in eight 
tickets were later can¬ 
celled because they 
were issued in error or 
due to mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Chris Casboult, cus¬ 
tomer liaison co¬ 
ordinator in the park¬ 
ing department, said: 
“Legislation dictates 
that the attendant had 
no discretion, because 
there was no activity 
going on. If the gentle¬ 
man in question is 
dissatisfied he should 
appeal.”

Court extends 
Asbo teenager’s 


curfew order 


A TEENAGER with an Asbo has 
admitted breaching a curfew order. 

Faye Szulc appeared at Ely 
Magistrates Court last week when she 
pleaded guilty to breaching a two- 
year order handed out two months 
previously for trespassing on a 
railway line. 

The 19-year-old had been ordered to 
stay in her home at Christopher Tye 
Close, Ely, between 7pm and 7am 
following the incident, in which she 
threatened to jump from a bridge in 
Ely. The incident held up 13 trains as 
police tried to coax her down, costing 
Network Rail more than £5,400 and 
caused lengthy delays for rail 
passengers. 

But despite being electronically 
tagged, Szulc disobeyed the curfew 
order on two separate occasions in 
December. 

The court heard how she had 
briefly left her home on December 8 
following an argument with her 
boyfriend, but completely ignored the 
curfew four days later on December 
12 . 

Magistrates decided to extend the 
order for a further two months 
following the breach. 

Szulc was given a two-year Asbo in 
June 2006, banning her from using 
abusive, threatening or insulting 
words or behaviour in Ely or Soham. 

The order was extended in April to 
stop her entering the City of Ely 
Community College after she abused 
school staff there earlier in the year.

OVERCROWDING in 
jails means more than 
1,000 prisoners were 
held in police cells in 
Cambridgeshire last 
year - at a cost of £385 
a day for each inmate. 

Jim Paice, Conservative 
MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, has blasted the 
Home Office for the situ¬ 
ation which costs the tax¬ 
payer more money than if 
criminals were put up in 
Cambridge’s plush Hotel du 
Vin. 

He said: “It is not right to 
have prisoners in police 
cells and the blame lies 
firmly with the Home 
Office - they have failed to 
heed consistent warnings 
about a shortage of prison 
places.” 

Nearly 1,200 prisoners 
had to be detained in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police cells last 
year compared with just 212 
people in 2006. 

The nationwide figure 
soared from 4,617 in 2006 to 
60,953 in 2007. 

The overnight stays are 
paid for by the Ministry of 
Justice which has to re¬ 


imburse the £450,000 Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police fork out 
to accommodate prisoners. 

The average stay costs 
£385 - more than a suite at 
the Hotel du Vin which is 
£255 in comparison. 

Even a stay at Claridge’s 
- London’s top hotel where 
Gordon Ramsay has his 
own restaurant - costs just 
£386.58. 

The figures were ann¬ 


ounced by Prisons Minister 
David Hanson in a written 
House of Commons parlia¬ 
mentary answer to David 
Ruffley, the Tory front 
bench spokesman and Bury 
St Edmunds MP. 

Following the intro¬ 
duction of Operation Safe¬ 
guard, under which prison¬ 
ers can be held in police 
cells if there is insufficient 
space in jails, the nation¬ 


wide figure of 4,617 for 2006 
soared to a staggering 
60,953 in 2007. 

Mr Paice said: “Having to 
look after prisoners’ passes 
on costs to police forces 
which they can’t afford, 
and means that police 
officers who are already 
overstretched have to 
spend time as jailers.” 

A spokesman for the 
Association of Chief Police 
Officers said: “Police forces 
continue to work closely 
with the Ministry of 
Justice under Operation 
Safeguard without com¬ 
promising their focus on 
delivery local operational 
policing. 

“This is in line with a 
national agreement to hold 
prisoners in police custody 
at times of prison popul¬ 
ation pressures. 

“Forces participating 
will employ additional 
staff, for which the 
Ministry of Justice reim¬ 
burses each force. 

“They will use either 
cells that are not normally 
used for custody purposes 
for Safeguard, or make 
additional cells available 
that would not otherwise 
be used under normal 
staffing levels.”

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Schools on top form 
with record results

BRIGHT students from 
across the region have gone 
to the top of the class 
nationwide with their out¬ 
standing GCSE and A-level 
results. 

Last Thursday’s tables, publish¬ 
ed by the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families (DCSF), 
show 49.6 per cent of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Key Stage 4 students 
achieved five or more A* to C 
grades at GCSE level, including 
maths and English. This compares 
with 46.7 per cent nationally 

Among the top performers was 
the King’s School, Ely, ranked third 
in Cambridgeshire for its GCSE 
results. 

The high-flying results of stud¬ 
ents at the Perse School for Girls 
put them in 11th place nationally 
for the GCSE results achieved in 
2007. All eligible pupils achieved 
five or more GCSEs at grades A* to 
C at Cambridgeshire’s top perf¬ 
orming school. 

Tricia Kelleher, principal, wel¬ 
comed the news that her school 
had maintained its number one 
ranking in the county for both 
GCSE and A-level results. 

She said: “We are very, very 
pleased. It is a testament to the 
hard work of students and staff. 

“The girls are very aspirational 
and believe in themselves. We are 
academically a very successful 
school but the girls are also eng-

aged in sport, drama, music - any 
number of interests.” 

The Leys School, Cambridge, 
was another to feature in the 
country’s top 200 for its GCSE 
results, with 98 per cent achieving 
five or more GCSEs at grades A* to 
C. It was ranked second in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire. And it was followed by 
The King’s School, Ely, where 97 
per cent achieved the required 
standards. 

Sue Freestone, headteacher at 
The King’s School, Ely, said: “Per¬ 
formance tables frequently fail to 
reflect the true worth of the achie¬ 
vements of young people. 

“But the most satisfying fact 
revealed by these figures is the 
year-on-year improvement in 
results attained by King’s pupils 
over the past four years. We are 
grateful for their efforts and proud 
of their achievements.” 

The pick of the county’s comp¬ 
rehensive schools was Comberton 
Village College - 71 per cent of its 
pupils collected five or more 
GCSEs at grades A* to C. 

Paul Lawrence, deputy prin¬ 
cipal, said: “We are delighted with 
the results, particularly the mea¬ 
sure of five A* to C grades with 
maths and English. 

“It demonstrated that pupils are 
performing at a high level and 


maintain a high level of literacy 
and numeracy.” 

He said the pupils who took their 
GCSEs last year had the lowest Key 
Stage 2 results on entry to the 
college for a decade. He said their 
exam performance was a testim¬ 
ony to their hard work. 

In the contextual value added 
(CVA) measure, which shows the 
most effective schools in helping 
pupils progress from the age of 11 
to 16, Parkside Community College 
was top of the list, closely followed 
by Manor Community College, 
Cambridge. 

Students in Hertfordshire easily 
out-performed the national ave¬ 
rage with 55.9 per cent getting five 
or more GCSEs at grades A* to C. 
Suffolk students scored 47.3 per 
cent, Essex students got 47.2 per 
cent and Bedfordshire pupils 
achieved 47.1 per cent. 

The published figures show 
Cambridgeshire’s youngsters have 
an average GCSE point score of 
377.4, marginally down from 378.4 
last year. At A-level, Hills Road 
Sixth Form College was in the 
country’s top 200 performing 
schools for its results. 

It was joined by four other 
schools from our region in the top 
200 schools at A-level when mea¬ 
sured by average point score - the 
Perse School for Girls, The Perse 
School, Mander Portman Wood¬ 
ward (MPW), Cambridge, and 
Friends School, Saffron Walden. 


Schools Minister Jim Knight 
welcomed the record GCSE results 
and congratulated schools who 
have raised their game - but he 
warned there would be no let up in 
pressure on low-performing 
schools. 

He said: “These results are very 
positive and build on excellent 
improvements over the last decade. 
There are fewer poorly performing 
schools. 

“Back in 1997 over half of all 
secondary schools were failing to 
get 30 per cent or more of their 
pupils to what we now see as the 
benchmark for any teenager - five 
higher level GCSEs or equivalent 
with English and maths. 

“This is now down to a fifth of 
schools. The number has plum¬ 
meted by 150 in the last year alone. 
On current trends there should be 
no schools under this level by 
2012 .” 

He also praised schools which 
scored well on contextual value 
added. He said: “These schools 


should be very proud of them¬ 
selves. The teachers, parents and 
pupils have worked incredibly 
hard. Many of these schools are in 
challenging circumstances but 
they have refused to let this hold 
them back. 

“Education is all about con¬ 
stantly striving for more and 
raising your game and that is why 
these schools should be seen as an 
example to everyone.” 

But headteachers condemned 
the tables as “a toxic influence 
from the era of competition and 
market-based education policies”. 

John Dunford, general secretary 
of the Association of School and 
College Leaders, warned that 
pupils were being encouraged to 
take easier subjects to boost school 
rankings. 

He said: “League tables create 
perverse incentives. The latest 
manifestation of this is the dra¬ 
matic fall in the numbers taking 
modern foreign languages.”

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Court confiscates 
£20k drug profits 


POLICE have seized 
almost £20,000 from 
three convicted drug 
offenders. 

Financial investigators 
used the Proceeds of 
Crime Act to apply for 
confiscation of assets 
held by the crooks. 

A confiscation order 
was granted at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court in 
December by Judge 
Jonathan Haworth. 

The court ruled that a 
total of £8,797.10 could be 
confiscated from Martin 
Timothy, 47, of Fenton 
Way, Chatteris. 

He had received 15 
months’ imprisonment 
after 821 cannabis plants 
as well as a substantial 
amount of prohibited 
ammunition were seized 
following the execution of 
a warrant at Honeysome 
Road industrial estate in 
Chatteris on June 6. 


In another case, Troy 
Jolly 19, of Pendula Road, 
Wisbech, was given 175 
hours’ unpaid work for 
possession with intent to 
supply cannabis after 
officers discovered 
cannabis, a stun gun and 
£1,680 in cash at his 
home. Judge Gareth Haw- 
kesworth ordered that 
£10,000 be confiscated 
from Jolly 

And a third confiscat¬ 
ion hearing was heard by 
His Honour Judge Mur¬ 
phy at Huntingdon 
Crown Court against 
Alex Asbury, 21, of 
Capulet Close, Eaton 
Socon, St Neots. 

Asbury had been han¬ 
ded a community sent¬ 
ence for 12 months and 80 
hours’ unpaid work after 
officers searched him, his 
home, and a car. 

They discovered cash, 
a quantity of cannabis 
and items used in the 


dealing of drugs. A total 
of £925.78 was confis¬ 
cated. 

The assets go to the 
Home Office and once a 
year one sixth of the total 
amount confiscated by 
Cambridgeshire Constab¬ 
ulary is handed back to 
the force. Another sixth 
goes to the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service. 

Det Chief Insp Paul 
Fullwood, crime manager 
for central division, said: 
“This is excellent work 
from the financial 
investigators involved 
and all officers who 
worked on these cases. 

“Nearly £20,000 was 
confiscated from these 
three cases. 

“Officers are always 
looking to instigate 
financial investigations 
against offenders to 
ensure they do not profit 
from their crimes.” 


Drink-drive MS patient banned 


A WOMAN with multiple sclerosis 
has been banned from the road for 
three years after being caught drink¬ 
driving and without a licence. 

Roberta Kish, 45, of Bakers Corner, 
Ely was found to have 41 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath 
when she was stopped by police in 
Soham on December 12. 


The legal limit is 35 microgrammes. 

Appearing before magistrates in Ely, 
she pleaded guilty to drink-driving, to 
driving without a licence and to 
driving without insurance. She was 
ordered to pay fines totalling £200, £60 
costs and the £15 victim surcharge. 

Kish had previously surrendered her 
licence to the DVLA, the court heard.

UNDERAGE drinkers in 
Littleport are being targeted in 
a police crackdown on teenage 
gangs. 

Officers have stepped up patrols in 
the village’s trouble hotspots in the 
evenings to make sure youngsters 
behave themselves, while letters have 
been written to parents of children 
caught drinking alcohol. 

Police have broken up groups of up to 
10 teenagers after complaints from 
intimidated residents. 

Pc Dave Bishop, community beat 
manager for Littleport, said: “We have 
on-going action plans for underage 
drink and noise complaints, 
particularly in the old medical centre 
area. I was out recently with my ser¬ 
geant and moved on a group of 10 
youths and there were small groups 
gathered over the Christmas period, but 
I wouldn’t call them gangs. 

“We have increased patrols in the 
evenings. However, if they are hanging 
around the play area, I don’t think 
that’s a problem, provided they are 
behaving themselves.” 

The increased police presence follows 
a raft of complaints to police about anti¬ 
social behaviour in Littleport in the 
past few months. 

Noleen Tungate, 40, of Limes Close, 
Littleport, urged police to get tough on 
yobs after youths posted a lit firework 
through her letterbox. 

She said: “Luckily it didn’t explode, 
but it still burnt our new carpet, which 
had cost £5,000. But I’ve spoken to many 
people whose homes have been 
targeted. 

“Elderly people are terrified of 
leaving their homes after dark because 
of these gangs and, if you see a police 
car after dark, it’s a rarity. 

“I’ve seen gangs of 15-20 youths 
hanging around, so it’s no wonder 
people feel so threatened. Many of them 
are very abusive, but they know they 
will get away with it. 

“Even the health centre is not 
immune - all the lights around the 


building have been smashed, which 
gives youths free rein to create more 
criminal damage and vandalism.” 

Anti-social behaviour will be one of 
the hot topics at the village’s first 
neighbourhood policing panel, at The 


Barn in the Littleport Parish Council 
offices in Main Street, Littleport, on 
January 29 at 7.30pm. 

Residents are invited to have their 
say about Littleport crime at the public 
meeting, hosted by Pc Bishop.

Littleport’s fascinating history on TV 


LITTLEPORT will star in an ITV 
documentary about Britain’s forgotten 
ports next month. 

The historic Fen village will be one of 
the former ports featured in I7V1 ’s 
Tales from the Country on February 
21 at 7.30pm, which will be presented 
by former newsreader Selina Scott. 
The documentary will explain how 
Littleport, like Ely, was an island before 
the drainage of the Fens and became 
a thriving port in medieval times. 

It will also explore the village’s 
reputation for rebelliousness, 
including the 1638 workers’ uprising 
and more famously the Littleport Riots 
in May 1816. 


The notorious riots started at the 
Globe Inn when around 60 men 
gathered to talk about the high prices 
of wheat and bread, but they soon 
formed a mob who stormed through 
the streets of Littleport, looting and 
smashing up the High Street. Troops 
were eventually called to subdue the 
unrest, which spread to Ely and 
Downham. At the trial, 24-men were 
condemned to death, although the 
sentence was commuted in all but five 
cases. 

The glamorous former News at Ten 
frontwoman will also take a trip on the 
back of a black Harley Davidson Road 
King around Littleport as the village 


was the birthplace of William Harley, 
who emigrated to America in 1835 
and whose son William set up the 
legendary motorcycle firm in 1903. 

Tony Buckingham, owner of Littleport- 
based Lucky Buck Custom Cycles, 
was the lucky rider who took Miss 
Scott for a spin around the Fens 
during the filming in June last year. 

He said: “It was a bit special to have 
Selina Scott on the back of my 
motorbike. She was a very nice 
person too. 

“I must say it was difficult keeping a 
big smile from my face having her 
arms wrapped around me!” 


Ministers will 
get Mereham 
report in April 

A REPORT into a proposed new 
town with 5,000 homes in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will be sent to the 
Government in April. 

After a three-month public inquiry 
into the Mereham development, 
planning inspector Richard Ogier 
said his recommendations would go 
to ministers in the week beginning 
April 21. 

The controversial plan is opposed 
by local councils which fear services 
will not be able to cope with 
thousands of extra residents. 

Simon Bird, representing East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “Proposals for new 
settlements, for which the existing 
policy framework provides no 
support, should be pursued through 
the development plan process in the 
interests of good planning.” 

“There has been no genuine 
opportunity for the public to 
influence the proposals before this 
inquiry.” 

He added: “There has been no 
joined-up thinking engaging all rele¬ 
vant stakeholders and service 
providers, leaving a number of loose 
ends.”

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Sharp rise in violent 
booze-fuelled crime 


SHOCK new figures show 
how violent alcohol-fuelled 
crime is blighting Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s pubs. 

Almost 2,000 attacks have 
taken place in the last three 
years on staff and customers 
inside the county’s licensed 
premises, making going out for a 
pint a risky business. 

The roll-call of booze-fuelled 
horror includes two thug sisters 
who attacked the landlady of a 
Littleport pub. 

Since the introduction of late- 
night opening in November 2005, 
attacks inside pubs and clubs 
have risen sharply 

From November 2004 to 
October 2005 there were 539 
attacks logged by police, figures 
obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act show. 

Between November 2005 and 
October 2006, following the new 
drinking laws, the number shot 
up to 778, before falling in the 
same period last year to 667 
incidents. 

Geoffrey Heathcock, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for health 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, called for tougher 
sentencing on thugs in pubs. 

He said: “We warned the 
Government when they relaxed 
the licensing laws that there 
would be an increase in crime as 
people have longer to binge 
drink.” 

Various measures have been 
used by publicans and police to

tackle violence in licensed 
premises, including Pubwatch. 

The crime prevention scheme 
is run by licensees who are 
linked by radio to pass on 
messages about criminal or 
disorderly behaviour. 

Simon Harrow, chairman of 
Pubwatch and Cambridge Busi¬ 
ness Against Crime, believes that 
better anti-social behaviour 
measures explain the higher 
numbers of recorded crime. 

He said: “I think that since the 
late-night licences were intro¬ 
duced we have actually seen a 
reduction in anti-social behav¬ 
iour and crime in the night-time 
economy 

“I think this is mainly due to 
better communication between 
licensees, the police and the 
council. Before we would tele¬ 
phone the police if a serious 
crime had been committed, but 
now we have radios to directly 
communicate with officers as 
soon as anything happens. 

“That would account for the 


higher numbers of recorded 
crime.” 

Violent flashpoints in pubs 
include two thug sisters who 
launched a vicious attack on a 
pub landlady 

Veronica Baker, 34, and Anita 
Webber, 37, dragged the terrified 
landlady of The Crown in 
Littleport out from behind the 
bar after she asked them to bring 
back their dirty glasses. As 
Amanda Hunter, 41, lay cowering 
in the lobby they beat her up. 

Their brutal assault smashed 
her ear and left her needing 
medical and dental treatment. 

The duo, who pleaded guilty to 
assaulting Mrs Hunter, were 
banned from all three pubs in 
Littleport by Ely magistrates for 
the incident on July 19,2007. 

They were ordered to pay £100 
compensation each, costs of £75 
each, and carry out 60 hours of 
community service. 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire police said: “Police are 
involved in ongoing work with 
partner agencies to reduce the 
amount of violent crime and 
although there are the inevitable 
seasonal peaks in offending, 
much influenced by alcohol, the 
overall trend is that the number 
of offences is going down. 

“Operation Sodium has been 
run at peak times to provide 
higher levels of policing at 
summer events, the run-up to 
Christmas and New Year, and 
plans are in place for the Easter 
period.”

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Satnav software in ‘glitch’ furore

AFTER dozens of examples 
of satellite navigation 
systems literally leading 
drivers up the garden path, 
the reason for the 
misguided instructions has 
finally become clear - it’s 
all down to the software. 

Research has found that design 
glitches are to blame for the recent 
rise in satnav-related driving 
errors. 

A Dutch research foundation, 
the Sichting Onderzoek 
Navigatiesystemen (Navigation 
Systems Research Foundation), 
claims that many satnav systems 
struggle to find ring roads in 
towns and cities. The Foundation 
has worked out that the satellite 
navigation systems do not place 
enough importance on the road 
network hierarchy.

This research not 
only points out a 
major flaw in the 
systems used but 
also highlights an 
alarming safety 
problem. The 
satnav systems are 
directing drivers 
through residential 
areas and roads 
that are unsuitable 
for large numbers 
of traffic. These 
rat-runs are being 
used because the 
satnav cannot 
differentiate 
between the 

importance of a 
ring road and a 
residential road 
when issued with a 
command - and 
motorists blindly 
follow, greatly 
increasing the risk 
of pedestrian 
accidents. 

The problem of 
drivers obeying satellite 
navigation systems without 
thinking has been around for a 
few years now and there has even 
been a sign developed, intended to 
be placed before villages/roads 
which are unsuitable for 
wide/long vehicles or heavy 
traffic. The Welsh village of St 


Hilary, near Bridgend, has had a 
number of these signs erected 
around it when satnav systems 
tried to direct trucks through it on 
a route between the M4 and 
Cardiff airport. In the space of a 
few months, more than a dozen 
lorries got stuck in the village 
because the road was too narrow. 


These signs are starting to be 
used in villages in Kent, the Forest 
of Dean and the Peak District 
after the first-ever “no satnav” 
signs were put up in Exton, 
Hampshire at the beginning of the 
year. It is expected that these signs 
will spread nationwide as initial 
feedback shows a marked 
downturn in reported satnav- 
related incidents. 

Tom Tom, one of the leading 
satellite navigation companies, 
has claimed that it is not the fault 
of the systems and the developers 
but it is a problem created by the 
authorities. However, the 
Foundation has proved this is 
wrong. As part of its extensive 
research on a wide variety of 
systems on the market, the 
Foundation tested Nav4all, a free 
navigation system for mobile 
phones. This system directed 
motorists via the correct roads 
when the destinations were 
inputted. The Foundation has 
therefore concluded that the 
software is at fault, not the data 
provided by the authorities. 

A spokesperson from the 
Foundation stated: “Motorists are 
unnecessarily being turned into 
‘kid killers’ by being sent through 
designated low-traffic residential 
areas and roads that are not 
designed for through-traffic. The 
navigation systems do not appear 
to be able to find ring roads.”

THE original Seat Leon FR 
flew off the shelves quicker 
than you could say 
“Formula Racing”. 

It was the biggest selling model 
in the Leon range, and a great car 
to boot.

It’s a contemporary and 
forward-looking design, one that 
will polarise opinions far more 
than the original Leon, with bold 
sculpted lines running from front 
to rear. It boasts both energy and 
individuality at a time when rivals 
such as the Golf and Focus have 
gone for the “safe but dull”

approach. The original Leon was 
always going to be a tough act to 
follow in pure design terms, and 
Seat has decided to go for more of 
a revolution than an evolution. 

The FR is only one step below 
the barmy 237bhp Cupra model. 
And that means it ain’t slow - as it 
stands you get the same turbo¬ 
charged 2-litre petrol engine found 
in the Golf GTI, which develops 
197bhp and a healthy 2061b ft of 
torque spread evenly across the 
rev range. Sporty exterior visual 
markers include unique front and 
rear bumper styling, a double 
chrome exhaust, and 17-inch alloys 
which give a clear view of the 
beefy brake discs lurking behind. 

Climb aboard and the interior is 
impressive. One of the first things 
to strike me is how spacious the 
cabin is, and I love the three-spoke 
FR steering wheel and the 
attractive white-backed instru¬ 
ments within the binnacle. The 
materials are of good quality and 
the expansive centre console, 
tilted slightly toward the driver, is 
clean and modern. Functionality 
is not an issue, with the dual-zone 
climate control and stereo buttons

all within easy reach. 

The rear bench seat is designed 
to take up to three passengers, 
with Isofix anchorage points. The 
backrest can be folded completely 
flat to take boot space from 341 to 
1,166 litres. 

As it is based on the excellent 
Golf Mk V, good things are 
expected from the chassis, and the 
Leon does not disappoint. On the 
road body roll is well controlled 
and the amount of grip available 
through corners is genuinely 
surprising. The downside is a 
combination of sports suspension 
and those big alloys means that 
the FR is a very firm rider. 

The Press car came equipped 


with the £1,000 Direct Shift 
Gearbox (DSG). If you really must 
have an automatic then this is the 
best option currently available in a 
mainstream car. The FR is suitably 
eager off the blocks, covering the 0- 
62mph dash in just 7.3 seconds, and 
the engine feels supremely flexible. 

Economy is better than one 
would perhaps expect too, the 
combined fuel consumption figure 
being a respectable 35.8mpg. 

BASICALLY... 

Dynamic to look at and to drive, 
the FR makes a very strong case 
for itself and should be on your 
shortlist if you are after a rapid 
family hatchback.

The researchers feel that traffic 
avoidance systems that re-route 
drivers through rat-runs 
exacerbate the problem 
commenting: “Systems which 
unnecessarily endanger road 
safety and the flow of traffic must 
be banned. At the moment, the 
problem is still relatively small, 
but in a few years time, when 
everyone is using navigation 
systems, the consequences will be 
incalcu lable.” _

drive away a bargain, provided they 
are not so concerned about having the 
very latest design parked on the 
driveway 

The firm’s analysis of all car types 
showed that the Renault Clio currently 
offers some of the best bargains - for 
example, when the new-model Clio was 
launched in 2005, winning European 
Car of the Year, prices of versions with 
the older design plummeted. 

Mike Walsh, sales director at 
Carcraft, says: “As soon as a new model 
is announced, we see a fall of around 
three to five per cent in the prices of 
the outgoing model.” 

For prestige cars such as BMW this 
can be even higher, adds Walsh, rising 
to between 10 and 15 per cent. 
“However, for real bargains, you 
should 
wait 
until the 
new 
models 
start to 
enter 
the used 
car 
market, 
when 
buyers 
can see 
the 

different models side by side in the 
showroom. 

“This is when the prices can differ 
by up to 30 per cent even though, under 
the bonnet, you are essentially buying 
the same car,” adds Walsh, who 
believes 2008 will be a vintage year for 
model spotters looking for a bargain. 

“A number of new models have 
recently come onto the market, which 
means there are plenty of com¬ 
petitively-priced older models for 
bargain hunters to pick up early in the 
New Year,” explains Walsh. “Three of 
the best examples are the Vauxhall 
Corsa, Peugeot 307, and the Mercedes 
C-Class.” 

And now, during winter, is the time 
to buy a soft-top, advises top UK 
auction firm British Car Auctions 
(BCA). 

“The British love affair with 
convertibles definitely cools in the 
winter, but this makes it a great time 
to get a good deal,” says Tim Naylor, 
BCA spokesman. 

“Soft-top values tend to rise in line 
with the temperature, with average 
prices peaking at around £15,000 in 
July. Compare this with average values 
of just under £12,000 in November, or 
around £11,000 by January.” 

Whether it’s the perennial favourite 
of soft-top lovers, the Mazda MX-5, or 
the classic style and status of the 
Porsche 911, nothing beats the feeling 
of the wind through your hair out on 
the open road, adds Naylor. 

Convertibles can be practical like 
the Audi A4, Ford Focus Coupe 
Cabriolet, or Vauxhall Astra Twin-Top, 
small like the Citroen C3 Pluriel or 
Mini Cooper S, or prestigious like the 
BMW M3, Jaguar XK8, or Mercedes 
Benz SL models.

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Buyers’ market for used cars 


THERE’S good news and 
bad news for Britain’s 
used car market in 2008 . 

Let’s get the gloom out of the 
way first - the bad news, and 
this is really for dealers only, is 
that the price of the average 
three-year-old car could soon be 
around £400 less than in 2007. 

Which means, buyers, the 
good news is that your next 
used car could cost up to half a 
grand less. 

EurotaxGlass’s, publisher of 
dealer pricing bible Glass’s 
Guide, says the gloomier 
outlook for the UK economy in 
2008 is likely to have 
ramifications for the used car 
market. 

This has led to the company 
forecasting that the price of the 
average three-year-old car could 
soon be down by that £400 
figure. 

The publisher is, therefore, 
predicting more difficult 
trading conditions for used car 
dealers, with retail demand and 
values both falling compared to 
last year. 

“By the end of 2007, retail 
demand for used cars had 
slipped back to a level that was 
marginally worse than the 
expected seasonal downturn,” 
explains Adrian Rushmore, 
managing editor at 
EurotaxGlass’s. 

“The increased cost of 
borrowing, stagnant house 
prices, and widespread reports 
of a UK credit squeeze are all 
affecting consumers’ disposable

income and confidence. These 
factors will prevail through 
much of 2008. 

“While this will inevitably 
have consequences for the used 
car retailer, we should not 
forget the inherent resilience of 
the market, which enabled 
dealers to benefit from 
continued robust sales activity 
during the first half of 2007 in 
the face of five interest rate 
rises since the previous 
August,” adds Rushmore. 

Then again, he says, sharper 
declines in used car values 
could also be avoided if the 


expected drop in availability 
occurs. 

“New car sales in 2005 were 
down on the previous two years, 
which means there will 
potentially be fewer three-year- 
old cars arriving in the 
wholesale market this year,” 
continues Rushmore. “If new car 
sales activity is also down on 
2007, this will reduce the number 
of cars due to be part-exchanged. 

“However, there will still be 
pressure on used prices 
because, even if the supply is 
slightly less, this is likely to 
remain too high in relation to 
anticipated demand.” 

Rushmore suggests that, as 
new car sales are likely to fall 
short of last year’s total, it will 
be even more important that 
manufacturers do not 
“incentivise” their dealers to 
register more cars. 

“Last year, the volumes of 
three to six-month-old cars 
reached an all-time high, and 
the effect was to squeeze 
virtually every last drop of 
profitability out of the nearly- 
new car business. 

“More pressure of this nature 
will not only threaten the life¬ 
blood of the dealer networks, 
but depress late-used prices 
further,” Rushmore warns 

As for this particular month, 
January, EurotaxGlass’s further 
warns that those looking to 
part-exchange their cars right 
now may well find that they are 
in for a spot of haggling after 
being offered lower values for 
their vehicles than they might 
expect. 

The publisher warns that 
retailers’ used car stocks are 
relatively high for this time of 
year, given that December sales 
simply weren’t at the levels that 
showrooms expected. 

The result is that an ample 
number of vehicles are still 
available at many sites, so there 
is less of a chance for a part- 
exchange reaching a value that 
the owner might have hoped for. 

Get haggling - the buyer still 
holds all the aces, and many 
dealers will simply back down 
in order to shift old stock. 

Finally, here are the top five 
used cars of 2007, as defined by 
you, the buyer, from the 1.3 
million-plus used car checks 
sourced from the 
UsedCarExpert.com advice 
website. 

■ Ford Focus (1998-present) - 

“The no-brainer family 
hatchback buy which is 
comfortable, spacious and 
practical,” says the online 
outfit’s spokesman Matt 
Tumbridge. “Pre 2004 models 


still look good, and the car 
delivers on many levels, from 
driving pleasure to fitting all 
the family inside.” 

Most economical model is the 
1.8Tdi, returning 57mpg, and 
best used buy, the 1.8 Zetec, has 
plenty of power and economy. 

UsedCarExpert.com prices a 
1998 1.8 Zetec on around 78,000 
miles at about £2,800 

■ Vauxhall Astra (1991-2004) - 
“Easy to live with and very 
good value,” explains Tum¬ 
bridge, “and 1998 models are 
more spacious and better built, 
whereas older examples are 
now the budget buys. There’re 
thousands to choose from.” 

Most economical version is 
the 1.7 Dti, which rewards with 
58.9mpg, and best used buy is 
the 1.6 16-valve Club. 

UsedCarExpert.com prices a 
1998 1.6 Club, with around 
67,000 miles under its belt, at 
£2,275. 

■ Vauxhall Corsa (1993-2003) - 

Tumbridge declares the Corsa 
is cheap to buy and run, and 
easy to own. “Models were 
much impr-oved from 2000, and 
because there are huge 
numbers around prices can be 
temptingly low,” he adds. 

Most economical variant is 
the 1.7Dti, with an overall 
60.1mpg, and best used buy is 
the 1.2 16-valve five-door 
Elegance. 

UsedCarExpert.corn’s guide 
price for a 1998 1.2 Elegance, a 
75,000-mile example, is £1,800. 

■ Volkswagen Golf (1992-1998) - 

Golfs are easy to drive, safe and 
sensible, dull, but reassuringly 
solid, asserts Matt Tumbridge. 
“There are lots around now, and 
prices are getting lower, with 
running costs reasonable - and 
it is classier than an Astra,” he 
says. 

Most economical model is the 
1.9Tdi, returning 56.8mpg, and 
best used buy is the 1.8 90bhp 
GL. 

UsedCarExpert.com’s prices a 
1998 1.8 GL that stands at just 
under the 100,000 miles mark at 
about £2,750. 

■ BMW 3 Series (1998-2005) 

“Great to drive and look at, with 
a rock solid image which con¬ 
tinues to keep prices high, are 3 
Series hallmarks,” says Tum¬ 
bridge.” Avoid some of the base 
models, which are under 
equipped and may be difficult to 
sell on.” 

Most economical model is the 
1.8 TD, which returns 50.4mpg, 
and best used buy is the 320d 
ES. 

UsedCarExpert.com prices a 
1998 320, with a mileage around 
87,000, at about £2,800.
